SAFETY YES! HELMETS NO! 


Unless a better answer is devised before the end of this year, California 
motorcycle enthusiasts may have to fight “the Battle of the Danger Bill” in 
the state legislature again. 

As readers of this column may recall, a new state law requiring motor- 
cycle riders to wear helmets at all times, passengers included, and a special 
motorcycle operators license, among other things, was recently defeated at 
the last minute. 

The special license provision has been needed very badly for at least 
10 years. By lumping it in with the hated helmet requirements, Assemblyman 
John Francis Foran, Chairman of the lower house Transportation Committee, 
hoped to see the bill passed as a whole. Thus a sensible licensing regula- 
tion would carry itself into law, towing the prejudicial, possibly unconstitu- 
tional helmet proposal with it. 

Here We Go Again 

On November 24th at a special meeting in San Francisco called by Ted 
Long and John Renesch (the show people), Assemblyman Foran stated his 
intention of re-submitting virtually the same motorcycle regulation bill that 
had been killed in the recent session of the legislature. Mr. Foran claims 
that the bill died for lack of a quorum. Actually it was voted down by the 
Senate. Finance Committee (See Cycle News Vol. IV 430, Aug. 10, 1967). 

Foran stated that he conferred with the American Motorcycle Association 
and Yamaha International before authoring the bill. Except for those two 
institutions, the sport and industry is virtually unanimously opposed to com- 
pulsory helmet laws. Groups like American Honda and the new Safety Helmet 
Council have announced no official stand. But privately, they disagree with 
the laws which threaten motorcycle riders and passengers with jail if they 
fail to buckle on helmets whenever they ride. Outspoken members of the in- 
dustry have publicly called the helmet laws “hasty, prejudicial” and “un- 
necessary.” 


Submit 2 Bills — 1 For Helmets, 1 For Licenses, Etc. 

At the same time, the sport and industry appears to be unanimous in its 
support for effective safety legislation, such as special license examinations 
and training for motorcycle operators. 

It would seem, then, that the first. thing Assemblyman Foran should do 
before the legislature meets in January, is take the compulsory helmet pro- 
vision out of his bill and submit it as a separate piece of legislation. The 
rest of the regulations are badly needed and will surely pass into law. The 
compulsory helmet bill will then have to pass or fail on its own merits, or 
lack of merit. 

I suggest that California readers who are truly concemed about 
motorcycle safety write briefly to Assemblyman John F. Foran at his 
office, 141 Battery Street, San Francisco, Calif. 94111. Ask him to 
author two separate bills in the 1968 California legislature. The first

One is located 
in such à way to prevent oil leak- 
ing past the oil pump when idle and 
Since your problem is at speed, we 
will dismiss it as a trouble spot. 
Another ball is at the forward right 
hand side of the engine and may be 
reached by loosening the Hex head 
bolt and removing bolt, spring and 
ball. This is an oil pressure con- 
trol, It could be a contributor to 
your problem, The third ball valve 
is located in the bottom of the oil 
return pick-up. It is reached by re- 
moving the pump plate and spring. 
If that ball valve does not fully 
open it could very well cause an 
oil loss as you describe. 

I do not think crankcase ventila- 
tion is your problem but if you de- 
sired to install a breather it would 
be a not too great problem to tap 
the case and run a hose and fitting

.0045 inches at the bottom of the 
skirt.

During the Christmas holidays I plan to inquire of the Federal Dept. of 
Transportation, Motorcycle Safety Division in Washington, D.C.,whether any- 
thing can be done about modifying the Federal demands for compulsory hel- 
met laws. Unfortunately, all but nine states have yielded to Federal pressure 
already. Watch this column in our first issue after vacation (out January 12, 
1968) for my report from Washington. 

Meanwhile, the AMA-MS&ATA and Yamaha are said to be undergoing a 
reappraisal (agonizing, of course) of their unpopular stance re helmet laws. 
Maybe they'll finally come to recognize that knuckling under to a bad image 
is no way of improving it.

HELMET LAW 


A Seattle, Wash. city ordinance forc- 
ing motorcycle riders to wear protective 
helmets was declared unconstitutional 
by a traffic court Judge recently, ac- 
cording to a news clipping sent in by 
D.L. Welsh of Tacoma. 

Judge David Soukup ruled: *The re- 
striction of liberty, or of property rights 
of the individual, solely for the protec- 
tion of the individual are not legitimate 
objects of the police power in general, 


officials. 

The magistrate's ruling freed four 
men who had challenged the ordinance. 
Judge Soukup noted, “If the majority can 
set itself up to judge, in matters of indi- 
vidual welfare, between right and wrong, 
and enforce those judgments with crim- 
inal sanctions, then all areas of person- 
al liberty will be jeopardized". 

In addition to the city ordinance, 
Washington troopers are enforcing a 
similar state compulsory helmet law. 
Fines for first offenses, we are told, 
average $25.

QUESTION: Many times I have ar- 
rived at the track early 
and rode in practice to tune for com- 
petition later in the evening. Almost 
every time, if |] jet it during the 
warmer part of the day it is com- 
pletely out of tune during competi- 
Lion. Do the temperature . changes 
alter jetting requirements that much? 
And how can I calculate to compen- 
sate for this? D.B.—Oakland, Calif. 


ANSWER: The temperature - alone 

does not alter your jetting 
requirements a great deal, but the 
air density (à combination of humid- 
ity and temperature) is the villian 
that tears up your valiant tuning ef- 
forts. It can change enough in one 
or two hours to destroy the edge you 
had over competition with a finely 
tuned engine..If you plan on being a 
winner and wish to keep that fine 
tune edge, I suggest you obtain an 
Air Density meter. They are avail- 
able from Sears & Roebuck or the 
special Services of K & D accessor- 
ies of Longview, Washington. 

It has been found that the area of 
& main jet must be increased or de- 
creased in direct proportion to the 
air density. 

As an example: If you are tuning 
during the day and air density reads 
90%, your jetting is a .060 main jet 
for best running results. 

Later, just before competition 
you check the density meter and 
find it has changed to 96%, this di- 
rectly shows a change of 6% and it 
is a direct proportion of the area 
change you must make in the main 


jet. You must increase it by 6%! A 
main jet of .060 in. has an area in 
Sq. inches of .1002827 and 6% of 
that is .0001696. So, add that sum 
to the area of the main jet and you 
have the required increase. 

Example: .002827 plus .0001696 
equals ,0029966. 

That answer is equivalent to a 
diameter of .062 inches. 

That main jet change of .002 in. 
can produce a good deal of running 
difference.

Invoke no design limitations or re- 
strictions for the manufacturers of 
standard production engines and/or gear 
boxes so long as they have a piston dis- 
placement of not less than 251cc and 
more than 900cc, 

‘Intent’. With regard to Formula C 
equipment, it shall be the responsibility 
of the Technical Committee to approve 
only such models as are in current pro- 
duction by accredited manufacturers and 
are in the United States through normal 
commercial channels in the minimum 
quantity of 500 at time of approval, and 
are available to supply customer re- 
quirements without restriction or undue 
delay. 

To be submitted for approval the 
standard production model must be legal- 
ly equipped for highway registration and 
cataloged as such. 


For competition purposes, engines 
may be modified as desired, so long as 
the standard production crankcases, cyl- 
inder(s), and cylinder heads(s) are fitted 
to the competition model in modified or 
unmodified form, 

For competition purposes, frames, 
forks, wheels, brakes, oil tanks, gas 
tanks, and other special equipment of 
special design and construction may be 
submitted for approval by the manufac- 
turer or the distributor of the motor- 
cycle in question, and may be approved 
providing the request is accompanied by 
either photographs showing installation 
and certification that the items submitted 
for approval are universally available for 
purchase by anone without restrictions, 

Seconded by Walt Brown. Amendment

Motion by Walter Davidson that the 
questions before the house be amended 
to leave engine size rule as outlined in 
the 1965 minutes but extend the effective 
date of the 350cc rule to January 1, 1971.

Definition‘; A motorcycle-sidehack 
racing machine, hereafter referred toas 
an Outfit, shall basically consist of a 
motorcycle with an attached or built on 
sidecar suitably constructed to carry the 
pilot on the motorcycle and the passenger 
either in or on the sidecar. Outrigger or 
dummy third wheels shall be prohibited, 
No outfit may make more than two wheel 
tracks when moving ahead in a straight 
line, i.e., servi-cycles or mini-cars 
shall not classed as sidecars. Minor 
frame modifications toa standard motor- 
cycle which offset one of the wheels not 
more than the width of one wheel shall 
not be considered as changing it from a 
single track vehicle, | 

Engines; Shall be manufactured for 
motorcycle use, with unlimited displace- 
ment up to 1300cc. No more than one 
engine shall be used in an outfit. 

Frames; Frames shall be either a 
production motorcycle frame which is 
suitably modified for sidecar or may be 
a specially constructed sidecar frame. 
Sidecar frame may be integral with the 
motorcycle frame, or if separate, a 

minimum of four attachment points shall 
be required, Sidecar right hand mounted 
to the motorcycle. Maximum tread of the 
motorcycle and sidecar shall be 54”. 
Minimum tread shall be 30”. Folding 
footpegs are required on the side oppo- 
site the sidecar. Minimum clearance of 
the sidecar shall be such that its lowest 
point shall be at least 1" above the 
lowest part of the rim of the sidecar 
wheel, with the shock absorbers com- 
pressed. 

Suspension: The front wheel of the 
motorcycle must be sprung; rear and 
sidecar wheels may be either sprung or 
rigid. Front end design and manufacture 
shall be optional as long as changes are 
in the interest of safety. Trail angle of 
the front end may be altered to improve 
the unique handling characteristics of 
this type machine, Steerable sidecar 
wheels or ‘‘Flexi’’ type hacks are pro- 
hibited. Rigid sidecar wheels must have 
the axle ‘‘straddle’’ mounted, or carried 
on either side of the wheel, unless the 
axle is at least 1" diam. high carbon 
steel, measured at the inboard bearing. 

Wheels: Sidecar wheel lead ahead of 
the motorcycle rear wheel shall be a 
minimum of 0’? and a maximum of 
24", measured at the axles, Sidecar 
wheel shall be a minimum of 16’ overall 
diameter. Maximum size shall use a 19'" 
rim diameter. Wheels may be either 
spoked or solid type. Motorcycle rims 
shall be 16" minimum and 19" maxi- 
mum,Specialdesign sidehack tires shall 
be permissable. Sidecar wheel shall be 
totally shielded for passenger protection 

above the floorboard level. Motorcycle 
rear wheel shall be fitted with a fender 
that covers at least the upper rear 
quadrant of the wheel for an angle of 
35 degrees. Front fenders are optional. 
Only one wheel may be power drive. 

Brakes: Outfits must have a minimum 
of two brakes, which may be operated 
either independently or be lined together. 
There shall be no restrictions on the 
maximum number of types of brakes. 

Contestants: Each outfit must be 
manned by a pilot and a passenger. All 
riding apparel shall be as regularly 
prescribed, with the exception that foot- 
wear shall be optional for the passenger. 
Both the pilot and passenger shall have 
a minimum of one year’s experience at 
their respective task in sanctioned AMA 
competition before being licensed to 
compete professionally. In lieu of the 


above experience, a pilot or passenger 
may submit his qualifications to the 


referee, such as competing in interna- 
tionally sanctioned event.s

This machine can’t have a mind of its 
own. He tried once again, but the switch 
seemed destined to stay at the on posi- 
tion. **Very well, PI start you up,’ 
thought Jason. He moved the choke lever 
to its full distance of movement and pre- 
pared to run the kick lever through. 
Before he had thrown his weight down, 
the choke had moved back to half. He 
moved it again to full open, only to 
watch in awe as it slowly crept back to 
its position of half. All right if that's 
the way it’s to be, Pll start you there, 
he thought. No, what am I doing, giving 
in to this machine’s way of doing things 
and with all the effort he could gather he 
held the choke fully open and kicked the 
starter violently downward. 

There was a huge belch of fire through 
the intakes and carbs. Gasoline saturated 
his pants and the flames jumped eagerly 
to devour the evaporating fumes that 
enveloped his body from the knees down. 
Jason jumped in terror off the bike and 
his hands grasped dirt from the shed 
floor in a panicked effort to smother the 
flames. It was just a flash really and 
they were put out without too much 
groveling in the dirt. Flash or not it 
was downright frightening! The trousers 
were not too badly scorched. Only Ja-

He had tried 
to put his human strength against another 
dimension, another form of life many 
regard as not existing at all,

Movie Review: 
*BORN LOSERS" 
What Did They Use For Blood?

The action begins with a group of 
choppers riding into town, (Sound fami- 
liar?) A VW driver, ogling an ‘‘old 
lady," bumps the leader’s bike, The 
riders, in a cheerful mood, tell him to 
watch it, he replies with a common in- 
sult, and the fight is on up and down the 
street. While the locals exclaim ‘Do 
something!’’. and ‘‘I don’t want to get 
involved!'' the driver's face gets pushed 
into a car window (with the camera in- 
side the car) leaving the shattering im- 
print of something which resembles 
strawberry jam. 

“It’s violent with a capital V,’’ alocal 
reviewer proclaimed, ‘not for the 
Squeamish." '*More than just another 
motorcycle gang drama.,..it exposes...in 
painful detail how these social outcasts 
on wheels have been permitted to ter- 
rorize small communities..,leaves..,not 
a drop of blood to the imagination,’’ 
(Strawberry jam, maybe, not blood.) 

“Born Losers” is unique in one way. 
It was the first of its kind of film to 
name a club something besides Angels, 
The colors are original (designed by Art 
Director Rick Beck- Meier) the cho; 
are groovey, the photography (inthéarea 
of Big Sur) is beautifully done, familiar 
faces appear, as always, among the 
riders, some of the acting is creditable, 
and the plot is so ludicrous as to make 
engaging satire. This and the reviews 
which played it straight (there were 
many of them) gives this film an enter- 
taining quality. (Like Batman, it’s sobad 
it’s hilarious.) 

Take a gentle, woods-colt type Indian 
(Tom Laughlin), just dischargedfrom the 
(check this) Green Berets, arichcollege 


,girl (Elizabeth James) who rides a Ya- 


maha in a white bikini, a prez (Jeremy 
Slate) who likes to put-people-on and a 
standard club with required bikes and 
old ladies, all sharing a beach town on 
Easter Week with the ‘‘terrified’’ citi- 
zens, high-school swingers, cops who 
aren’t sure who to bust, and a DA who 
thinks he’s Bogart trying to put away the 
Mafia; sprinkle liberally with strawberry 
jam and almost ‘‘in’’ dialogue and the 


story continues; 

When no one else will join the street 
fight, the gentle hero pulls out a gun and 
shoots one of the bikers. This slightly- 
out-of-proportion solution annoys the 
club and lands him in jail for a little 
while. Meanwhile the heroine is putt-ing 
down from the city in her white bikini. 
When the Losers notice this phenomenon 
and decide to check it out, she panics... 
locks herself in a gas-station john, 
calls the cops, jumps on her bike and 
rides the wrong way to town, tries torun 
down one of the riders and loses her. 
bike. Then, deciding if you can't fight it 
..etc., she says, *«l'l be the best 
‘Mama’ this club ever had! Who's got the 
acid?'' Then she hits one of the guys over 
the head with a wrench and rides off on 
her Yamaha without turning on the gas. 
When the bike quits she runs through the 
woods and gets raped before she gets 
rescued. This shakes her considerably 
and she falls in love with the Indian 
while they spend the long weekend in the 
woods discussing whether she should 
testify against the gang. (The entire 
premise of the film is that ‘the law’’ 
can't ever convict a bike rider of any- 
thing because no one will testify for fear 
of reprisals. That idea should be good 
for a few laughs.) 

The DA’s case fades when, among 
other things, one of the schoolgirls 
admits she digs the scene whenever she 
can, and the movie fades as the story 
drags out this ancient Hollywood-type 
formula, The best violence scene was 
cut from the film. The local cop (Jack 
Starrett, again) is so infuriated with the 
prez that he beats him up in jail. This 
was bad for police image and was 
chopped, leaving a scene where the 
leader is bumped with the nightstick and 
is immediately crawling around on the 
floor unable to rise from a bad beating. 
(What’s with these ‘batons’ anyway?) 

As long as motorcycle films make 
money (and they’re making a lot of it 
right now) they will continue to be 
made, and as long as they’re made by 
people who don’t know anything about 
the subject they'll continue to be funny... 
as funny as the line in the review which 
reads '*based on factual newspaper ac- 
counts.” 

In some ways though, it is said that a 
public image is created by idiot tales 
like this and real live people have tolive 
with it, It's not so amusing to be ha- 


rassed constantly when you’re riding a_ 


motorcycle because the citizens have 
been brainwahsed by the money-makers 
into believing that motorcyclist means 
monster,
